A few days ago the ery agriculture published figures 
owing something of the difference jin the cost of living today 
aud in the early part of the nineteenth century. Then eggs were 
three cents a dozen, ham seven cents a pound and whisky twenty- 
five cents a gallon. These statistics induced a few writers to 
editorialize-jon the good old days, when everything was cheap and 
everybody was happy. 
- But as a matter of fact the cost of living was relatively little 
cheaper then than now. Many foodstuffs were low in price, but 
wages were low too and money was scarce and dead. And not 
all things were cheap as compared with now: ‘Transportation, figur- 
jng time as money, was more costly then than at present, and 
there were no five and ten-cent stores and bargain counters in other 
mercantile establishments where household articles could be bought 
fot a trifling sum. . Education cost more then than now and books 
were scarcer and dearer. And there were many hardships which 
mére than made up for three-cent eggs and seven-cent ham.

1—Origin of Hosiery: 
The word hose or hosiery is derived from the old 


Women’s Hose 


German “‘hosa” meaning breeches; it was used for any 
covering for the leg, and eventually acquired its modern - 
usage. The earliest hose were cut out of cloth and sewea 
up in the desired shape. Knitting was the last of the tex- 
tile processs to be discovered, and it is only about 400 
years ago that the art of looping thread together into a 
fabric was invented, probably in Scotland. The first 
knitting machine was invented by the Rev. William Lee, | 
of Nottingham, England, in 1589. Although it was a crude 
affair, it could do the work 500 times faster than the 
hand process. The English government put excessive dut- 
les upon the exportation of stocking machines, but in 1822 
one was hidden in salt, and smuggled into Ipswich. This 
was the beginning of the hosiery industry in.America, and 
Ipswich is the center of the hosiery trade today. American 
inventors revolutionized machines for knitting hosiery by 
developing the circular machine and the invention of the 
“latch” needle. The result has been to cut down the 
amount of skilled labor "equired, and also the expense. It 
is now possible to use five or six different kinds of yarn in 
a single stocking—the finer qualities where it shows and 
the heavier where the wear comes.
